Every citizen’ of the United 
States must t-day make up his 
mind about ite foreign policy. 
The question needing decision is 
how should the country act. in 
the present critical world situa. 
tion. It isa peculiarly difficult 
question to decide, . The 
penalty will 
the country if the majority 
decision is wrong. : 

If those who belong to the 
completely. non - interventioniat 
or .compromise-pence group are 
correct in their views, tlien the 
penalty. which the nation will 
pay, if it follows the advice of 
the group to which I belong, may 
be the wastage of life and re- 
sources in an unnecessary war. 
There can perhaps be no more 
serious course which an indivi- 
dual citizen can take than to 
support a line of action which 
may lead to war, except, to my 
mind, one. other, namely, to 
urge a course which may Jead 
to the wiping - out of the free 
way of life which has been de- 


be disastrous for) 


veloped on'this continent during 


the last 300 years. ; 

This way of life has as. its 
underlying principle the — re- 
cognition of the dignity and 
freetlom of the individual citi- 
zen. The responsibility ° on 
every one of us to-day is heavy; 
but it is part of this American 
way of life that each citizen 
must assume his share. If he is 
unwilling to do ‘so, if he’is un- 
willing to speak out his: views on 
crucial issues, then it seems to 
me that democracy in any such 
form as we have known it has 
small chance ‘to continue. 

o . 


I should say that .public 
opinion in. the United States re- 
garding foreign policy may now 
be divided roughly into three 
main’ classifications. — First, 
there is a group who believe it 
essential to the maintenance of 
our way of life that in the pre- 
sent struggle in Europe, Africa, 
Asia, and on, the high seas, the 
Axis Powers be defeated. This 
group; to which I belong, be- 
lieves that the United. States 
should pledge itself to this end 
qwithout_reservation, recognising. 


the possibility that this may in 
the future involve — belligerent 
action by ourselves... , 
The second group has as its 
main tenet the” encouragement 
of a compromise-peace between 
Great Britain and the Axis 
Powers. To them anything is 
better than a continuation of 
war, or the. possibility of this 
country’s being involved in war, 
This group wants to withdraw 
or limit aid to England, believ- 
ing, probnbly correctly, that, 
without our aid, England has no 
recourse except to make the best 
peace she cian. Many of this grou 
feel that it makes little difference tb 
ourselves whether the’ Axis or Great 
Britain are, in effect, victorlous since 
we can do business with elther side. 
Others, who fee) it preferable in our 
interests that England’ win, stlll.con- 
sider cessation of fighting the most 
Important issuc before jhe world, 


Then there is the third group, who 
consider it preferable Jn our Interests 
to see the Axis Powers. beaten, who 
agree with the policy of “aid to Eng- 
land short of war." But the mem- 
bers of this group undertine the 
phrase “short of war.” This group 
seoms to say in effect: ‘It is impor- 
tant to have the Axls Powers lose, 
but not suMiciently important for the 
United States to throw every welght 
Into the scales, including, If neces- 
sary, its armed forces, to guarantee 
this defeat.” . 

When you ask the members of this 
third group how they expect demo- 
cracy {6 survive in a world in which 
Hitler is trlumphant—and they do 
not deny his ruthless purposes and 
his methods—they secm to say, “We 
o chance on the future 
rather thun become belligerents 
now." They may be right and the 
g.oup to which I belong may be 
wrong, but it seems to mo they ore 
gambling the future of the country 
agalnst long odds, odds that I for one 
do not consider justified.  -

o gun ogainst his chest, held by a 
ruthless individual with blq finger on 
tho trigger. .Is the gun loaded or js 


‘lit not londcd?’ Will the man who 


holds {t pull the ‘trigger or will he 
not? We must estimate not only the 
probability but remember always the 
price of being wrong. To me, the 
future of this country if the Axis 
Powers are not.defented Ja so bleak 
that I would risk all that. may be 
necessary to Insure the defent of. the 
totalitarian States. - .

In Franco a iarge number of 
newspapers disappeared altogether at 
the moment Hitler entered Paris.

In Britain the Press had to submit 


Jto-the necessary military discipline 


of war-time, Its problem was, broad~ 
ly speaking, to guard the ‘frontiers 
of eivil liberty against the encroach- 
mcnts-of the military censorship. 

The Press could and ought to warn 
the authortics against the dangers of 
straining thelr powers, The military 
censors should realize that the Press 
was not.a tlresome survival from’ 
peace which gould be effaced in war, 
but a most potent miltary weapon, 
the right use of which was of cqual 
concern to the soldier and the 
journalist. 

In war-time there should be an 
‘Advisory Council of Press repre- 
sentatives in regular contnet with the 
Ministry of . Information. In the 
countrics of the dictators the Press 
was the slave of the Government; in 
the free countries It must in same 
sense be the Government's partner.
